‘D’ Stalf in the Lower Division Grade ol the Central Secre- 
tariat Clerical Service, the Armed Forces Headquarteis 
Clerical Service, Grade VF of the Indian Foreign Service 
Branch (B) and for the Posts of Lower Division Clerk in 
the Depaitmenl of Pai liamentaiy AITairs, New D'elhi are 
published for general information. 

The candidates who arc admitted to the examination will

(II. EDUCATION II. QUALIFICATION 

Candidates must have passed the Matriculation Examination 
of ®iny University incorporated by an Act of the Central or 
Slate Legislature in India or an examination held by n State 
Education Board at the end of the Secondary School, High 
School or any other certificate which is accepted by the 
Government of that State/Govt, of India as equivalent to 
Matriculation certificate for entry into service. 

Note 1, A candidate who has appeared at an examination 
the passing of which would render him educationally qualified 
lor the Commission’s examination but has not been informed 
of the result as also the candidate who intends to appear at 
such a qualifying examination will NOT be eligible for ad- 
mission to the Commission's examination.

6. No candidate will be admitted lo the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

7. A candidate who is or has he'en declared by the Com- 
mission to he guilty of : — 

(i) Obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonal ion by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which arc ineoiTect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature, for the exami- 
nation, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the 'examination hall, or 

(ix) attemping to commit or, as the case may be, abeting 
the commission of all or any of the acts specified 
in the foregoing clauses. 
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may, in addition to rendering himself liable to 
criminal prosecution, be liable : — 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which be is a candidate, or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period; 

f i ) by the Commission from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under appropriate rules. 

K Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify hint 
for admission to the examination. 

9. After the examination, the ca-ndidafcs will be arranged 
by the Commission in separate lists, in the order of merit, as 
disclosed by acgregnle marks finally awarded to each candi- 
date and in that order so many candidates as are found by 
the Commission to be qualified by the examination shall be 
recommended for appointment up to the number of un- 
reserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the 
examination, in the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, 
Armed Forces Headquarters Clerical Service, Grade VT of 
Indian Foreign Service (B), and Department of Parliamen- 
tary Affairs respectively. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extfcnt 
the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the 
general standard, be recommended by the Staff Selection 
Commission, by a relax’cd standard to make up the deficiency 
in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these candi- 
dates for selection to the Service, irrespective of their ranks 
in the order of merit at the examination.

Note.— In the case of the disabled 1 ex-Defence Service 
personn'cl, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisa- 
tion Medical Board of the Defence Services will be consi- 
dered adequate for the purpose of an appointment. 

13. All appointments on the Results of this examination 
shall be. subject to the condition that unless a candidate has 
already passed one of the periodical typewriting tests in 
English or Hindi held by the Secretariat Training School or 
the Institute of Secretariat Training and Management or 
Subordinate Service Commission or Stall Selection Com- 


mission, he shall pass such a test at a minimum speed of 30 
words in English or 25 words in Hindi per minute to be 
held by the authority designated by the Government for the 
purpose within a period of one year from the date of appoint- 
ment failing which no annual incremcnt(s) shall be allowed 
to him until he has passed the said test.
